Mr. Parnell Arrested and Lodged in Kilmainham. 


Jail--The People More Determined than Ever to 
Hold Out--The Distress of the Emergency 
Men--The Movements of Officials. 


DupLix, October 13.—The marquis of Waterford, 
in resigning the mastership of the Curraghmore 
hounds. said he did so because the league had been 
organized to prevent hunting throughout Ireland. 
When he was out hunting, last Thursday, the chapel 
bells rang, horns were blown, and a large multitude 
of people gathered and stoned him and his friends. 
They pelted the dogs, stubbed several of them 
with pitehforks, and hooted and _ yelled till 
they obliged the party to go home, The 
Curraghmores are the finest pack of hounds in Ire- 
land. The empress of Austria was to have hunted 
with them this season, Between £5,000 and £7,000 
will be lost to the neighborhood by the break-up of 
the pack. 

In Kildare the league has given notice thatif 
either the marquis of Decegheda, earl of Mayo, 
Lord Clonearry, Mr John LaTouche or Mr William 
Blaker appear in the hunting fleld,the hunting will 
be stopped. The above named gentlemen were the 
principal land owners in the county, and are con- 
stantly resident on their estate. The police returns 
of agrarian outrages for September have just been 
received, It showsthat there has been one mur- 
der in Clare, one manslaughter in Cork, four 
eases of attempted murder. 15 cases of aggravated 
assault. two of which endangered the life, 2 of cut- 
ting and maiming a person; 24 incendiary cases, 4 
of burglary and robbery, 7 of taking and holding 
forcible possession, 11 of cutting, killing and maim- 
ing cattle, 1 of robbery of arms, 5 riots and affrays 
and 2 of administering unlawful oaths, There 
were 233 cases of intimidation, 189 by threatening 
letters and 44 miscellaneous. One case of attacking 
a house was reported, 48 of injury to property, 7 
of firing into dwellings and 1 of obstruction 
to railway traffic. The total number of. 
fenses in 387. Cork heads the list with 53. Roscom- 
mon and Clare have each 28, Kerry 27, Gaiway 25, 
Leitrim 21, Mayo 20, Limerick 19; Monaghan, kil- 
kenny and West Meath 15 each. The retinementof 
cruelty was reached ut Kanturk, where a man 
named Sullivan was arrested for putting needles 
into potatoes, which he was giving to the cattle of a 
boycotted farm. 

The land commissioners continue to receive ap- 
plications from tenants to have fair rents fixed, but 
the first notice filed by a landlord has just been 
sentin by the marquis of Waterford, to have the 
rents of two tenants increased. 

A conference of British liberals wil! be held here 
for the purpose of considering the best means of 
supporting the government in carrying out the land 
act and obtaining obedience to the law. In view of 
Gladstone’s appeal for the support of loyal Irish- 
men, the land league of county Meath resolved not 
to permit hunting this season. 
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THE ARREST OF MR. PARNELL, 

Mr Charles S Parnell was arrested this morning 
at King’s Bridge railway station while on his way 
to attend the. Kildare convention. It is not yet 
known with what offense he is charged. 

Itis understood the cetermination to arrest Mr 
Parnell was only reached at yesterday's cabinet 
eouncil. The warrant for his arrest was issued to 
the detectives of Dublin, on the arrival there of the 
chief secretary for Ireland, Mr, Forster. who left 
London immediately after the close of the cabinet 
council. 

A later aceount represents that Parnell was -ar- 
rested by Detectuve Superintendent Mullins, at the 
Morrison hotel, on two warrants signed by Mr 
Forster, chiéf secretary for lrelund, charging him 
with inciting people to intimidate others trom pay- 
ing their just rent, and with intimidating tenants 
from taking the benefit of the land act. Parnell 
was taken to Kilmainham jail, in acab. 

The secretary of the emergency committee in 
Ireland writes as follows: ‘If the British people 
doe not at once come to the aid of those who ure 
fighting the batiles of the constitution, we must 
Jeave the land league in possession of the field. If 
we had funds we could stamp out every case of 
*boycotting.’ ”’ 

The detective superintendent, who arrested Par- 
nell, was accompanied by six detectives. The cab 
eouveying Mr. Parnell to prison was escorted by 
two cars filled with police.

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A ROMANTIC CASE, 


A Wealthy Frenchman Loses Hi« Property During the 
War ef Secession and Now Sues for Damages. 

New York, October 13.—In the suit of Michael 
Feulenheune to recover £200,000 from the United 
States governinent, and which has been referred to 
United States Commissioner Shields, the plain- 
tiff has just given his testimony Fc ulenheut e 
came to this ‘eountry in 1847, from 
Westhoff, Strasburg, France, and it 
the beginying of the rebellion resided in Charleston, 
South Carolina. Though he had not renounced his 
allegiance to France, he was draitel in 
the confederate army. On _ his (cross examina- 
tion, Feulenheune said that previous 
to July 15th, 1861, he lived at Pelvian 
Point Mount, Morris Island, South Carolina, where 
he had twenty-seven slaves. His house wus located 
near a confederate fort which had been evacuated. 
The union forces were on the northern extremity 
of the island and the confederates to the southwad, 
He rented slavesto the union foreesto build in- 
trenchments, About the middle of July in 
the year mentioned he was aroused by the dis- 
charge of heavy gunsand found that the monitor 
lying outon the ocean was shelling the island. The 
exploding shells set tire to his honse, in which, be- 
sides furniture, had paintings and other works of 
art, to the value of $50,000, and he and his wife were 
obliged to seek safety in tight. 

He and his wife took re#tirge in the woods near 
Tappahannoeck, where they remained two duys 
without food. He further testified that bis pro- 
perty was confiscated by General Gilmore, of the 
union army, and $30,000 he had deposited in the 
Farmer's Exchange bank, besides 34,000 in 
gold _and $70,000 in currency, were 
taken from him by men Whom 
he believed to be union soldiers, deserters from 
General Butler's army, though cressed in confed- 
erate uniform, The case willeome up for another 
hearing next week.

THE BANK OF TENNESSEE. 
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A Hiateric Building Knecked Down at # £2,000---Cole- 
vel FE. W. Cole the Pyrchaser. 
Nashville American, 

A good deal of interest was shown by capitalists 
yesterday in the sale of the Tennessee bank prop- 
erty, atthe nertheast corner of Union and Cherry 
streets, by Robert Ewing, clerk and master of the 
chancery court, an unusually large number of 
moneyed men being present, It was pretty gener- 
ally conceded that the property would be knocked 
down at from $35,000 to $45,000, Une former sum huy- 
ing previously been tendered for it by Colonel EW 
Cole, and $42,000 by Dr Thomas Atchison. The sale 
took place at the court house door. 

It Wus announced that the property would. first 
be sold by lots and afterwards as a whole, the high- 
est amount offered to be reported to the chancery 
court. It fronts 86 feeton Union street and is 137 
feet in depth, and was divided as follows: The cor- 
nerlot, 500 feet front on Union street and running 
back 42 feet to a five-foot alley: the second and third 
lots, 28 fect front each, and of the same depth; two 


Jots fronting 20 feet on Cherry streetand having a | 


depth of 86 feet. 

It was evidentwhen Mr Barnes began to ery off 
the property in lots that no one wanted to bid for it 
in that way, preferring to have it A&sawhole. To 
start the corner lot, however, Colonel Cole bid #10,- 
woo, and it was knocked down to him, the seeond at 
$5,000, and the third lot on Union street at #4,000—all 
to Colonel Cole. He bid $2,000 on the first let front- 
ing on Cherry street, and took ft, while John L Price 
had the lot on the corner of Cherry street and Hog 
alley knocked down to him at 3,100. 

The total amount bid was $24,100, 

When the property was. put up to be sold as a 
whole, much more intercet was manifested in the 
bidding, as it was evident that it would bring more 
than when divided ints lots, 

Dr T A Atchison started the Lidding at £25,000, 
and Jere Baxter went him $5,000 better. Dr Atchi- 
son raised the bid to $37,008, when Jere Baxter spoke 
out with $39,000. Colonel Cole now came to the 
front with @ bidewh #10,0007 wirtelt Jere Baxter cov- 
ered with $40,500. Colonel Cole nodded $41,000 to 
the auctioneer. Jere Baxter placed his bid at 
$41,500. Colonel Cole called out $42,000 and at this 
tigure the bidding ended. 

The sate is regarded as a permanent one, inas- 
much asan advance of 10 per cent on it would 
bring it up to $46,200, which itis believed will not be 
offered. 

A reporter of the American asked Colonel Cole 
what kind of a building he intended to erect on the 
property, 2nd was informed that he had not made 
up his mind as to that. 

The reporter gently suggested an opera house, but 
Colonel Cole still said he did not know yet how he 
would improve the ptoperty, and smilingly remark- 
ed, “You see by this purchase that I don'texpect to 
leave Nashville. I have great fraith in herfuture.’’ 

The bank building was erected in 1858, at a cost 
of $145,000. it is built of stone, with cement, and 
has a copper roof. 

Of the old directors and officers who carried on 
the bank ef Tennessee, but few now remain. Gen- 
eral 5S R Anderson is the oldest living, and came 
into the bank in 1849. Colonel Hal Claiborne is the 
next in age, having been appointed its general 
book-keeper in 1849. fivameitie F Smith was presi- 
deni about 1860; Frank Gaines and William Foster 
were tellers in 1858-0; William Cunningham, now 
of New Orleans, was teller in 1861, and T D Flippin, 
discount book-keeper in 1861. 

Of the directors now living there are Messrs M 
Burns, Wm Stockwell and Felix Rains. Joseph W 
Allen was resident agent of the bank at New Or- 
leans. James Morton, who was cashier in 1857-8-9, 
is also living. 

The first president was William Nichol. The 
other presidents were Felix Robertson, A O P Nich- 
olson, Cave Johnson, William Ledbetter, Granville 
PSmithandGC Torbett. 

Of the prominent citizens who were directors in 
the bank, but whoare now dead, may be mentioned 
Hugh Douglas, M Monahan and Frank McGavock. 
John A Fisher and. Daniel Graham were also ofti- 
cers of the bank. 

When the bank was in operation money was loan- 
ed on good security or on realty at six per cent for 
six months, renewable, on the payment of interest, 
if the debtor desired,

C@xcINNATI, October 13.—At the beginning of the 
election for directors of the Ohio and Mississippi 
railway to-day, the attorneys for the New York 
party gave notice of a protest against the appoint- 
ment of inspectors by x board of directors, claiming 
thatit was the right of the stockholders to appoint 
inspectors of elections.

owned by Jay Gould. All these protests were sub- 
mitted without argument. The inspectors in an- 
nouncing the result, stated that they had not in- 
cluded in their count, bonds to theamount of $872.- 
WU presented by Garrett & Sons, but not registered 
in their name, preferring not to pass upon the ques- 
tion of their right to vote these bonds. the result was 
declared as follows: For Jay Gonld, Russell Sage, 
Sidney Dillou and Solon Humphreys 120,914 shares; 
for J L. Doneldson, of Baltimore, Harry Pearson, of 
London, F Jansen, of Louisville, and Harrison Gar- 
rett, of Baltimore, 153,552 shares. The latter were 
declared elected.

WASHINGTON, October 13.—Mr Lamar offered a 
resolution requestitig the president to advise the 
senate whetherany action had been taken by the 
governinent since the last session of the senate to- 
ward protecting the rights and interests of the Uni- 
ted States in the project ef the inter-oceanic canal 
at Panama, which was laid on the table for future 
action. 

Mr. Edmunds ealled up his resolution continuing 
the standing cominittces of the senate as they were 
constituted at the last session. 

Mr Garland offered an amendment providing that 
only the following committees shall be continued: 
Foreign relations, finance, commerce, ‘military 
affairs, judiciary, postoffice and roads, public lands, 
pensions and Indian affairs. He contended that 
the committees named were the only ones which 
would have any work to do during the special ses- 
sion. 

Mr Edmunds opposed the amendment. There 
were committees which are not provided for, which 
in his opinion would be necessary in order to per- 
form the work of the session. He instanced the 
committee on privileges and elections as one which 
should be organized, There was on the table now 
a petition presented by the senator from New Jer- 
sey, Mr McPherson, said to seriously affect the 
right of the senators from New York to seats in this 
body, that ought to be inquired into. Then there 
was the committee on railroads, which might have 
work to do, Ht was known from public report that 
there had been an important officer suspended for 
some supposed failure to perform his duty, and by 
law it was required that such suspension should be 
reported to the senate. The committee on contin- 
gent expenses was also a necessary committee. 

Mr Garland stated that he would modify his 
amendment so as continue the committee of privil- 
eves and elections and contingent expenses, He 
thought that it would then include all committees 
which it was necessary to organize at this time. 

Mr Garland’s amendment was rejected; yeas 3, 
nays Davis, of Ilinois, and Mahone voting 
with the republicans, 

Mr Edmunds's resolution was then adopted; yeas 
$7, nays 35.. The standing committees are therefore 
continued, as constituted at the last session, and 
the president pro ‘tem, is authorized to fil) any 
vacancies Which may exist.

The Burning of Landersberger’s Mill in Philadelphia-. 
How the Fire Originated.-.Its Progress Through 
the Building--The Terror of the Panic- 
Stricken Operatives--The Damage. 

PHILADELPHIA, October 13.—The fire at Landers- 
berger’s mill last night, which was so disastrous to 
life and property, originated in the finishing rooms 
on the second floor, and spread upwards through 
the building with amazing rapidity.

' to desist in their labors, because the floors had 
gone through to the ground, aud the machinery, 
charred wood and what remained of the unfourtu- 
nate operatives, ten or a dozen, were mangled to- 
gether in an unrecognizable mass, which was seeth- 
ing and sending out columns of stéam as cold water 
Was poured uponit. Seven persons are known to 
be dead and twenty-three injured, mostly young 
women, 
| ‘The victims were carried off in all directions, 
| some to their homes, some to houses close by, and 
| others to various hospitals, so that the exact num- 
| ber cannot yet be stated. Physicians say that near- 
| ly every one of the cases admitted to St Mary’s hos- 
| pital willresultfatelly. The total number of deaths 
|} will probably exceed twenty—there being ten dead 
| bodies in the ruins. Had the fire oceurred in day- 
| light, fully 400 people would have been compelled 
| to tight for life with the flames.

The testimony for the 
prosecution was overwhelming, and the details of 
the crime were perhaps the most revolt ever 
recorded in a court of justice. The vast audience,

As a general thing the 
verses are hardly upto the average of maga- 
zine poetry which, just at this moment, is at 
avery low ebb. The names of the authors 
do not lift their contributions above the dead 
level of commonplace. Naturally, Dr. 
Iiolmes’s vorses are the best, but they show a 
lack of spontaneity in distressing contrast 
with everything else he has ever written. The 
contribution of John Boyle O'Reilly occa- 
sionally threatens in a lurid way to break into 
genuine poetry, but the threat is never fulfil- 
led. The verses of Joaquin Miller possesses 
a certain wordy picturesqueness, but they do 
not touch the genuine depths of grief, nor 
teach the real lessons of the country’s loss. 
Through each and every one there are to be 
seen traces of the arrangement = which 
the authors made with the publisher. Long- 
fellow contributed a memorial sonnet to the 
Independent, but it is feeble and common- 
place. It bears the marks of solicitation— 
and so with all the contributions of those who 
may be called professional poets. Mr. Charles 
Dudley Warner, reviewing the Globe's collec- 
tion, says there are but two lines of poetry in 
the whole—the culmination of Walt Whit- 
man’s contribution. The critic of the Even- 
ing Post says the poets err by being too long 
and too vague. In our opinion, the funda- 
mental error—if it can be called an error—is 
in the attitude of the poets themselves. They 
do net know how to sympathize with the peo- 
ple. They live in a ditferent atmosphere; 
they depend on what they call culture, and 
they are incapable of interpreting or trans- 
scribing the sorrows or the joys of the popu- 
lace. Walt Whitman is an alienin his meth- 
ods, and all the others are worse than aliens in 
their ideas. They are not the bone nor the 
muscle, nor the sinew, not the flesh of the body 
of their times. They are not republican 
and they are not American. They are content

to regulate inter-state commerce, any attempt 
to do so by concurrent state statutes or con- 
current action of their commissions would be 
an infringement on the prerogatives of the 
general government. 

The federal constitution clearly gives to 
congress the power ‘‘to regulate commerce 
“between the states,’ butas that body has 
never undertaken to regulate rates of trans- 
portation between the states, the exclusive 
scope of this power has not yet been authori- 
tatively defined. Congress regulates com- 
merce between the United States and foreign 
nations, but does not fix or regulate the freight 
charges on such commerce, and it is exceed- 
ingly doubtful whether any act fixing such 
rates would be deemed constitutional. So it 
might possibly be held in the case of an at- 
tempt by congress to fix the rates which railroad 
corporations (creatures of the several states) 
shall charge for the transportation of freight 
from one state to another. Be that as it may, 
there seems to be a manifest reluctance on the 
part of the conimissions to ask congress to ex- 
ercise this power. It is to be seen in the pro- 
ceedings of this conference of railroad commis- 
sioners. The resolutions adopted the other day 
by the New York democraticstate convention, 
while they declare that the railroads should 
be subject to the supervision of commissions 
established by law, and that unjust discrimi- 
nations in the transportation of passengers 
and mercbandise should be prohibited, make 
no intimation of a desire for congressional in- 
terference. The democratic sentiment of the 
country, especially, has heretofore regarded 
with distrust the assumption or exercise of 
any new powers by congress, and only the in- 
ability of state legislation or state tribunals to 
correct great abuses would incline that party 
to ask for federal intervention in a matter of 
this kind. But the policy of creating state 
railroad commissions is evidently extending

Anexchange says that during the past twelve 
months $1,000,000 has been invested by eastern cap- 
italists in two cotton factories at Augusta, Ga—the 
Enterprise and the Sibley—with $1,000,000 and %5,- 
000,000 capital, respectively, of which about one- 
third was taken south. A new mill—the King—is 
projected, with a capital of $1,000,000; one-quarter 
of this amount has been subscribed at Augusta, 
and the balance is being rapidly raised in the 
north.. At Atlanta a cotton mill is being built by 
two firms, one of Cincinnati and one of Atlanta, the 
two firms taking all the stock, It is almost impos- 
sible to finda city in thesouth in which there is 
not a new factory building or organizing, the usual 
plan being that local subscriptions are made for 
one third of the capital stock, and the balance is 
readily raised at the north. Without wig’ urn the 
factories are prosperous, and where one is built itis 
an inducement and argument for more. 


Land Tenure in the South.

It is unfortunate for the south that so near one 
half of the whole number of its farms should be 
subjected tothe always more or less unconscien- 
tioux work of tenants who naturally strive to obtain 
the greatest present profits from the land worked 
by them, without much regard to its future condi- 
tion.

Money Cheap in the West. 
Indianapolis Times. 


One of the best informed bank presidents of this 
city, in conversation with a Times reporter yester- 
day, stated asagemarkable fact that now, for the 
first time in many years, money is aslow in the 
western states as in the financial centers of the east. 
It is loaned in New York at 6 per cent, with a com- 
mission of one sixteenth and a fraction higher per 
day for carrying, while in Cincinnati loans are made 
at5 percent, and in this city at 6 per cent, at the 
same time that higher rates are prevailing in the 
east. This is partly due, he thought, to the large in- 
vestments in railroad stocks and securities of all 
kinds which have been made in the eastern cities, 
but another reason is that the wealth of the coun- 
try, the great bulk of the surplus money, is to be 
found west of the Alleghanies. There is at the 
present time, and barn will be for the future, 
more money from Chicago to the Pacific than there 
ix between Chicago and the Atlantic. The western 
people are now iu better shape, have less borrowed 
money, and more of them have a little surplus than 
ever before: and the deposifS’ in the west are in- 
creasing faster than they do in the east in a legiti- 


mate way.

THE GRORGIA AND FLORIDA SOUTHERN.

“Your charters are all right?’ 

Yes, sir. The last legislature gave us a char- 
jer in Georgia, and we have already obtained 
zone in Florida.”

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KEELY EXHIBITS HIS MOTOR.

A Number of Gentlemen Witness Some Interesting 
Experimenta. 
Vhiladelphia Press, 

An exhibition of the Keely motor was given Mon- 
day evening by the inventor, John W Keely, in his 
workshopin Philadelphia. The large generator, or 
vibrator as Keely terms it, which has been de- 
scribed, was first inspected. A glass of water, con- 
tuining less than a pint, was paws into a glass 
tube, and Mr. Keely then pulled a lever to start the 
machine, A four-foot arm of iron, which required 
2.000 pounds pressure merely to lift, had been 
loaded with 200 pound weights. The arm was 
quickly thrown up by the vibratory force. Mr. 
Keely explained, and although he jumped with 
all his foree upon the bar, as did several other 
persons, they could not force it down, It was 
claimed that the pressure exerted upon the bar by 
the motor represented fifteen thousand pounds to 
the square inch, Aftera number of minor experi- 
ments with a tuning-fork, by which the latter was 
made to vibrate by the motor, Mr Keely produced 
a small cannon, which he attached to the “‘vibra- 
tor’ by asmallcoppertube. He go a one and 
a-quarter inch bul in the barrel and pulled the 
lever. A tremendous explosion followed, and the 
ball was projected through two pine planks, each 
two inches thick, and flattened against an iron 
disc which was leaning against the wall. Six 
of these balls were fired’ at the planks, one 
after the other. An engiue was then connected 
with the vibratorin order to show the motive pow- 
er, when the'wheels of the former revolved with great 
rapidity. Keely stated that his machine was all 
complete with the exception of a ‘‘vibratory brake’ 
to check the power. He claimed that there was too 
much power in the motor, and that it would be 
necessary toget it undercontrol. The only expla- 
nation cf his machine that he made was couched in 
language utterly incomprehensible to any engineer. 
The exhibition, while quite interesting, did not 
explain in any manner the mystery in which the 
motor is enveloped.

What will be the effects of renewed agita- 
tion upon the future of England and Ire ‘land 
is a question of profound concern, not only to 
the parties themselves, but to all frie nds of 
good government and social order and to the 
everywhere, Americans, 
cannot regard with indifference what 
they ure 


at least, 
affects the welfare of those to Whom 
unitert by the closest and strongest ties that 
bind two nationstogether. Both the parties 
to the conflict are nearly related to millions 
in America. Many of the citizens of the 
United Slates are either the sons and daugh- 
ters of the emerald isle or descended from 
those who were born on its soil; many of 
thei, too, are the sons and daughters of Al- 
bionor the offspring of those who Claim it as 
their native land, Tiere are, very many 
thousands 1 the States 
in whose veins flows mingled Celtic 
end Anglo-Saxon blood who point to 
England and Ireland as the lands which re- 
gave birth to their purents. Be- 
the people of the United States, 
born and from whomsoever de- 
are interwoven commercially, 
religiously and historically, with the 
people of Great Britain and Ireland as to be 
affected by whatever seriously affects the 
three kingdoms. It is, therefore, with no lit- 
tle concern Americans regard the present 
agitation in Ireland and the movements in 
England to allay it. A peaceful solution of 
the present difficulties and an issue out of the 
same that shall best promote the happiness 
and union of the two countries, is a conclu- 
sion which the vast majority in the United 
States most deyoutly wish. if their counsels 
could be heard, Americans would advise Irish 
landlords and tenants to vive to the land bill 
a fair trial; that if mutual hardships result 
from defects in the bill, they will bear and 
forbear until these defects are remedied by 
subsequent legislation. They would say to 
Irish members of parliament, go home to 
your constituencies and advise moderation; 
commend by precept and example law 
and order; frown upon all lawfulness 
and riot; condemn all incendiary meetings and

By miu- 
rual kindness, by slatted forbearance, and by 
Wise and impartial legislation let them vie 
with one another to cement a union which 
cannot be dissolved, 

There are two things of which | 
persuaded; they seem to me to be 
vitable. The first is that Ireland can never 
be independent. It is unutterably fixed that 
‘England, Scotiand, and Lreland, must 
under one and the same government, and 
that that government must be the power that 
rules at Westminster. The ee that 
England cannot rule Lreland as she has ruled 
her in the past, and expect Lreland to be con- 
fent under British rule. The prejudices of 
centuries, of caste, of religion, must be re- 
moved or mollified by mutual forbearance and 
charity. English superciliousness must be 
changed to gentleness; Irish hate must. be 
turned into respect if not into love, and 
this can be brought about by mutual con- 
cessions: by the spirit of compromise ; ane by 
vielding what in each is most offensive. 

A great barrier, however, to this, it niust be 
mimutted, is the religion of the Irish and the 
domination of priesteraft. The Catholic relig- 
ion is mainly responsible for all the aliena- 
tion and wrungs. If Ireland had been Pro- 
testant, the fraternization weuld have been as 
exsy in Ireland as in Scotland. Lreland, with 
the Protestant religion, would lave been im- 
measuably in advance of the 
today. She is poor, weak, helpless, 
und of no weight in the counsels of the united 
kingdom, bec ause she is ( Catholic. lf she would 
iRrow off the domination of her priests she 
would befree. If the yoke of English subju- 
gation is galling it is because she is under the 
yoke of RKome. If she could throw 
off that: yoke the green isle would blossom 
us the rose; she would be as the garden of the 
Lord, and her people as free as any on earth, 
Her present and future destiny is insepara- 
biy bound up with England. The agitators 
who seek to alter this are the worst enemies 
of Ireland. The English, if encouraged, would 
meet the Irish half way. Mr. Gladstone is 
doing all he can to remove the  anti- / 
pathies; to bring the races. more to- 
gether; to make tnem one. He is seeking 
to right Irish wrengs, and make amends for 
Engiand’s misrule. Lt is surprising therefore 
that Irish leaders in the house of commons 
do not help him by all possible means. In- 
stead of this they throw obstacles in his way; 
they have been the est hindrance to re- 
forms that would bring peace and prosperity 
to lreland,. When I 5 peers to the debates: 
onthe Irish land bill I wondered because 
Irish members hindered so much the pacific 
work of the prime minister. They are not 
fools: some of them are able men. Their

We spe ak 
plainly to all who devote dynamite and infer- 
nal machines to such hellish uses, and we 
tell them and theirabettors that ifsuch means 
are enacted and approved, the sympathies of 
millions inthe United States which are now 
with Ireland and the suffering tenants will 
be turned into curses. The brave and true 
men of Ireland who have long been battling 
believe to be her just cause, 
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Atlantic-and the Irish sea may sweep over the 
tops of your highest mountains, or that an 
earthquake may upheave your beautiful green 
isle and leave not a vestige to tell the mariner 
where once it was, thos than your wrongs 
should be righted by such nefrrious means, 
Nor it to Irish tenants alone and 
to Irish leaders in the house of commons we 
would sound a note of warning.

testimony of a conscience void of offense. 

But itis not upon such tenants, leaders 
and landlords alone the success of the land 
bill and the pacification of Ireland depend. 
Much depends upon the leaders of the oppo- 
sition, upon English landlords in the com- 
mons and in the lords, and upon hermajesty’s 
government, The marquis of Salisbury and 
Sir Stafford Northcote in the present crisis 
have a heavy responsibility on them. The 
acifieation of Ireland, and so the peace and 
eee of the United Kingdom are, in a 
great degree, in their hands. If they will use 
their splendid abilities and their con:mand- 
ing influence to reconcile the contending 
races, and not to build up their party on the 
mistakes of their political opponents, they 
will do an inestimable service to the three 
kingdoms, and prove’ themselves worthy 
to be entrusted with power when the 
voice of the country ealls them to 
its exercise. It was to their — praise 
that they yielded so gracefully tothe will of 
the people as expressed by their representa- 
tives in the house of commens. But it will 
be much more to their praise if by every act 
and word they show that they truly seek to 
make the land bi}] what the marquis of Salts- 
bury nobly prayed it might be, a mutual 
blessing to the Irish landlord and tenant. 

Nor have English landlords in the commons 
and lords any less responsibility. The fear 
has been expressed that they may seek to 
make the land billa failure to prevent inter- 
ference in English landed estates. The fail- 
ure of that bill—if 1 may venture a predic- 
tion—will not prevent such interference, but 
make it more certain and violent. Tle more 
smoothly the bill works; the less friction there 
is in its workings; the more it proves to be a 
parification of Lrish tenants, the less likely is 
it that any violent outery will be raised 
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Show a deep interest in them 


against English landlords. If it fails to pacify 
Ireland no small partef.the blame, rightiully 
or wrongfully, will be thrown upon those 
English landlords who opposed ~ the 
principles: of the bill and sought to 
modify it by amendments. The tenant 
farmers of treland will not be the 
only ones. to..charge English landlords with 
this, but English tenant farms. Seeing that 
they have toe xpect from their own landlords, 
villmake the same complaint, and the same 
demands. Just as English landlords make 
common cause with the Lrish, so will English 
tenant farmers with Irish tenants. The sym- 
pathy felt in the one case will be felt in the 
other. The tendency of the age is notonly 
bring different nations nearer together, but 
men of the same-class and pursuits. An 
aggrieved class in one country has the sympa- 
thy of the same class in every other. It 
flashes along cables in the depth of ocean as 
well as along wires stretched on poles in the 
earth. It nrmakes the circle of the globe. A 
strike for higher wages in England is felt in 
the silk looms of Lyons, in the sireep ranches 
of Australia, in the gold mines of California, 
and in the coal pits of Pennsylvania. The 
sympathy arising from a conimunity of inter- 
est is becoming stronger than that from race 
or blood, Steam and electricity are weaken- 
ing the distinctions of nationality and 
strengthening the bonds of a common inter- 
The fatherhood of God and 
brotherhood of man, that all 
are brothers and children of the 
father—is a truth more generally accept- 
ed andis aforece whose influence more 
widely exerted than in any preceding age. 
But these children are divided among the na- 
tions into different households. These house- 
holds are so many different classes, 
being united to its own by ties peculiar to it- 
members of the same family 
are bound together by the strongest 
affection and interest. While 
Which unites each class to the whole race 
the children of a conrmon father, there is the it 
Which more closely binds them to those who 
are one with them in work, in social position 
und in pursuit. As one feels more strongly 
attached to the immediate descendants of the 
the same ancestors than to the more remote, 
so does each separate class feel the deepest in- 
terest in itsown. Andas the fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man comes to be 
th ebetter recognized, national distinctions are 
weakened and the international proportionate- 
ly strengthened. These international class 
ties acquire additional strength under a sense 
of common wrongs. : An injury done to one 
is felt by all. A persecuted miner in Cornwall 
finds a ready sympathizer in every miner in 
the Alleghanies; an oppressed weaver in Man- 
chester touches a responsive chord in the 
breast of every weaver in Lowell. And if 
this beso when workmen of the same craft 
are under different governments, much more 
is it the case when they are under the same 
government. The miner in Cornwall meets a 
deeper sympathy from his brother miner in 
the Principality, and the weaver in Leeds 
from his brother weaver in Bradford. For 
these reasons English landlords may expect 
that the sympathy which they extend to 
Irish landlords, English tenant farmers will 
vive to Lrish tenants; and the more will this 
be so since English farmers believe that they 
are suffering under similar grievances—griev- 
ances Which appear the heavier and the hard- 
er to be borne, now that the present harvest 
has sadly disappointed the hope of the 
reaper. If, under the present management, 
Kknglish farmers can scarcely even 
when the crop is abundant, what 
can they expect but ruin and sympathy 
When blight destroys the ripening grain, or 
the floods sap it when veaped There ought 
to be some remedy for this. Where can it be 
found? There must be something radically 
wrong in a system which works such results. 

What would be thought of a government 
whose army budge isthe same on a war 
ona peace footing? What, then, ought we 
to think of a tenant system, whose rents are 
regulated, not by ashort, but by an abundant 
crop? The landlord demands a rent based 
upon the utmost the 
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land can vield, when 
seasons and all things else are favorable: and 
the poor tenant, ever full of the hope which 
“springs eternal in the human breast.”’ ac- 
the conditions with as much assur- 
and dew, and cloud and 
storm were under his control. A failure in 
the harvest proves how fallacious was his 
hope. A single failure affects lim seriously; 
successive failures bring him = to hopeless 
bankruptey. The landlord its paid, for he has 
the first lien on the produce of the farm: 
the tenant is sold out—ejected—and 
is compelled to begin anew on some 
other piace or to seek other employment. In 
this the tenant is the only sufferer, for there 
has been no equality of burdens, no division 
of risk. And that, jtoo, when the landlord 
is far more able to bear the The 
could only, at most, cause him to lessen his 
luxuries, and teach him to curtail his extray- 
agances. But it reduces the tenant to poverty 
and causes his children to cry for bread. 

Now, it must be admitted, there is no abso- 
lutely certain remedy for the evils. Crops 
will always be precarious as long as the seasons 
are capricious; and the tenant must take more 
or less risk. ‘This is true, and yet a more just 
system ban be devised, that shall equalize the 
risk and divide the loss, The best way to do 
this istofix the rent upon the ba of a 
short, and less upon that aun abundant 
crop. This just; thisis equal, <A fair re- 
duction of rents therefore, the indispensa- 
ble remedy for existing evils, for wi hout it 
all things else will fail. But am la leveller 
because | thus write? By no means. Agra- 
rianisIm—communism—is a damning sin, 
worthy only of a place in the skull of 
some hair-brained enthusiast. But there 
is a sin -as damning agrarianisn. 
That sin is extortion. To grind the poor 
surely no less an evil than to pull down the 
sick. If Lhave a little of the spirit which 
would elevate the poor, Lhave none of the 
spirit that would reduce the sick to the same 
level. LI would have the poor frugal, indus- 
trious and contented with their lot; and I 
would have the rich kind, merciful, generous, 
“willing to distribute, ready to communi- 
cate.’ I would equalize things by the golden 
rule of love to God and love to man, The 
only true leveller is charity. It gives toevery 
one his due. It does to others as we would 
Wish them to do to us. Noone if he were 
rich would wish another to seize upon his 
goods and divide them out among the poor; 
nor would any one if he were poor wisit an- 
other to lower his wages below a fairy and liv- 
ing price, or to keep them back by tre aud, 
Wherefore, let the rich, when he nyakes a 
contract with the poor, strive to put INmself 
in the place of the poor: and when the poor 
man makes a contract with the rich, let Lim 
seek to plac e himself in the room of the rich. 
When this is done, true equality is the result. 
The rich cheerfully pay what is perfectly just, 
if not what is generous; the poor who receive 
it are contented and thankful. 

It will not be difficult to see the bearing of 
what we have been saying upon the case In 
hand. English landlords need not expect the 
failure of the Irish land bill to work any good 
to them. Irish tenants will be more clamorous 
for relief than ever; in this clamor English 
tenants will be sure to syntpathize. That 
changes, too, in English lands and estates— 
whether the land bill be a failure or not—will 
be demanded by English tenants, no reasona- 
ble man can question, It is already reponted 
that the prime minister, at an early day, will 
bring in an English land bill. Now, the vio- 
lence of the demands of En; glish tenants will 
be greatly affected by the ‘wail that comes 
across St. George's channel from Irish tenants. 
The voice of the nation is that the ery of Irish 
tenants shall be heard: the opinien of the 
country is that the peace of the United 
Kingdom depends on their pacification. If 
the land bill fails greater will be the demands 
of English tenants, and the more will English 
landlords have to surrender. From every 
consideration, therefore, it behooves them to 
act Wisely. If they would receive the common 
peae they will do all they can to make the 
and bill a success, and they will be the first 
to propose such changes in the management 
ot their own estates as shall satisfy their 
tenants and prevent all conflict in England. 

But is the government without responsi- 
bility? Theug o mue h depends upon Irish ten- 
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position and English landlords, the greatest 
responsibility, after all, is with the govern- 
ment. The whole machinery of the land bill 
and the arents who are to manage it, will rest 
with them. No easy task have they under- 
taken. Impartiai justice between landlord 
and tenant will be demanded. They will 
have to satisfy Lrish leaders and tenantson the 
one hand, and the Irish and English land- 
lords and the opposition on the other. Many 
delicate questions have already arisen, and 
many more will arise. Ifthe government en- 
force too strictly the coercion bill they are 
sure to anger the Irish party; if they show 
any weakness in administering law they will 
arouse the opposition. If they do not release 
the Irishmen now in Irish jails who were ar- 
rested under the coercion bill they cannot 
pacify the Lrixh leaders; if they 4 ee open 
the jails the opposition will make it very bad 
for the ministry. May the government steer 
safely between the Scyllaand Charybdis which 
threaten them on either side.

Said he: ‘I have known a sneer Cast at a 
reading doctor as a book doctor, a mere 
book worm. I would rather bea book worm than 
an ignorant worm. Better learned in. books than 
learned in nothing. One in this. age,in our pro- 
fexssion, Who knows nothing of books, knows little 
worth knowing. You caunot acquire observation 
and mature it until you have learned the principles 
that underlie the whole super-tructure of medicine. 
And where must vou learn these but from books? 
or from teachers? and teachers are books: and 
books are teachers! A book-doctor! How infin- 
itely superior to a no-book doctor! I know no 
curse—no more insatiable destroyer—than a no- 

It may be, as has been said, that generals, states- 
men, poets, anda judgeot a horse, are born—not 
made, But lam sure that doctors are made—not 
born. Notthat you can make a physician of any 
material. There must be brain to build upon. 
There are certain traits of disposition that add vast- 
ly tothe applied duties of the profession. But I 
have never kuowna man who had capacity for 
medicine, and was a fool in other affairs. There is 
no special function of mind, no intuition, that ena- 
bles one at onee to grasp medical truths, not even 
if he be the seventh son ofa seventh son. There is 
no such royal road to medical skill, but there is a 
devious and winding path that leads to it through 
toil and labor, and study and observation, Men of 
common sense in other Iinatters, education and ap- 
plication supplied, can become successful pliysi- 
cians through that same common sense. 

Cultivate the habit of reasoning—of thinking. As

But experience is not altogether the 
seeing of a vast number of cases. It depends upon 
the observer, his natural powers and theircultiva- 
tion. 

The uneducated laborer, or the uneducated pre- 
tender, might sitand see thousands suffer the course 
ofany one disease and be none the wiser. You, 
the pretender, would be less wise for having false 
premises to build upon. Each addition has only ad- 
ded to the unwieldy mass and multiplied the dan- 
ger to those who take refuge therein. But the 
mind properly trained sees in each step and change 
of that disorder chapters and volumes, 

Dr. Johnson then referred to the great progress 
that has occurred in his profession within the last 
decade, and it seems that he not only indorsed 
these strides ofadvancement but argues a diligent 
inquiry into all uuaknown, or rather little 
understood, dliseases, “Where,’’ said he, 
“afew years since we let out blood, we now pour 
itin. Then we starved: now we cram. Then we 
tortured with thirst: now we sometimes deluge 
with water. The Esculapiau pendulum is still 
swinging, with a sweep that has generations for its 
limit. Each time the center is passed less far than | 
before. Let us hope it will at last find its true 
center, and rest. Many years since the amountof, 
medicine, it Was thought proper to administer, was' 
determined by the tonnage of the stomach. A few | 
vears later a prominent physician suid he believed 
it would be better for the world if all the medicne 
were cust into the sea, but bad for the fishes.’ 
This was one extreme rushing to get 
away from another. It was the legitimate 
reuction, the protest against medication run wild. 
Yet, viewed in one light, [am not sure the witty 
doctor was so far wrong. Considerall who presume | 
to prescribe, the learned and unlearned, the quack | 


as well as the educated physician; consider ull to 
whom the drugs gre given—those who need them 
and those who d@not: to those who wonld recover 
with them and those who would recover without, | 
in season and out of season; now to please the doc- | 
torand again to humor the patient, consider all | 
this, and there Was some ground forthe satire. It 
was once charged that the chief business of the : 
doctors of a certain nation was not to cure the pa- 
tient, but to be present at the post mortem and 
demonstrate the correctness of their excellent diag- 
nosis. I commend to you the importance of study- 
ing the disease, both ante and post mortem, as 
often as possible. JI shall always endeavor to im- 
press upon you the essentialisms of a correct diag?: 
nosis. Butl am not yet prepured to recommen/s 
youto killthe patient for the demonstration of 
your accuracy.’ 

In referring to the ability of physicians to cure 
diseases und to the general discussion by the public 
of this ability, he said: 

It has been fashionable in the past few vears to 
say that doctors cannot cure. I do not believe it. 
I know they do save myriads of human lives and 
mitigate countiess pangs of human suffering. Ido 
not befieve we cure every case that recovers. I am , 
not sure butwe kill some cases that would other- | 
wise recover. But the edueated, sensible ductor | 
does not kill them. As before suid, he frequently } 
cures; and, most glorious theught of all, that same ' 
doctor has, at least, the-discerument to generously , 
allow the patient the inestimable privilege of get-' 
ting well himself. Were it not for him the luckless : 
victim might fall into the hands of some one less 
considerate. A grand function is it of the doctor to 
prevent some one else from killing his patient , 
which might often be$done but for his piesence. , 
Remember, 1do not believe in expectancy in all 
cases; only in some. Itisthe function of the phy- 
sician to know which are such cases. Some recover . 
without treatment, some through treatment and 
some despite treatment. 

Coneluding, the professor said: 

But with.all its drawbacks, its responsibilities and ‘ 
labors of every kind—with all its annoyances and 
difficulties—and I might add its trials and dan- 

‘r—itis a grand and nobie calling, worthy the ' 
ife-time service of the purest and.ablest. 

In conclusion let me urge that you aim to be a 
true physician. Yes, to the skill of the man of 
scienee, add the virtues of the true physician! 
Would I could picture him as h¢é is—would 1 could 
fix hisimage before you. Whata field he has for 
every goodness—what room for every virtue and 
better trait! How far he must rise above self, and 
sink his own pleasure to relieve others’ woes. He | 
lives his life amid suffering and sorrow; and always 
there is call for his generous sympathy. Now he is
